1. Short Title, Extent and Commencement : — - 

(i) This! order may be called the Dadra and Nagar Haveli 
Jaggery Dealers’ Licensing Order, 1978. 

(ii) It extends to the whole of the Union Territory of 
Dadra and Nagar Haveli (hereinafter referred to as 
the territory).

2. Definitions : — ^In this order unless the context otherwise

(b) “Dealer’’ means any person who, whether for com- 
mission, remuneration or otherwise, carries on the 
business of purchases, sale or storage for sale of 
Jaggery in quantity of twenty Kilograms or more at 
any one time but does not include, an industrial 
undertaking which is engaged in the manufacture or 
production of Jaggery and which is registered or 
licensed under the Industrial (Development and 
Regulation) Act, 1961; 

(c) “Form” means a form set forth in the schedule 
appended to this order; 

(d) “Licensing authority” means the Purchase & Supply 
Officer or any other officer appointed by the Collector 
to exercise the powers and perform the duties of the 
Licensing authority under this order; 

(e) “Jaggery” means all type of Jaggery either used for 
human food stuff or cattle food or for any other 
purpose, in any form; 

(f) “Retailer” means a dealer who sell not more than 
20 Kilograms of Jaggery in aggregate to any one 
consumer atl a time; 

(g) “Wholesaler” means a dealer who* sells Jaggery to a 
retailer in any quantity; 

3. Licensing of Dealer : — 

(1) No person shall carry on business except under and in 
accordance with the terms and conditions of a licence -issued 
in this behalf by the licensing authority. 

(2) For the purpose of this clause any person.. who stores 
and Jaggery in quantity of twenty kilograms or more at any 
one time, shall be deemed to be a dealer. 

4. Issue of licence ; — 

(1) Every application for the issue or re-issue of a licence 
or renewal thereof shall be' made to the licensine auiho.ritv in 
form “A”. 

(2) The Licensing authority may after giving the applicant 
an opportunity of stating his case in writing and for reasons 
to be recorded in writing, refuse to grant or renew or re-issue 
a licence. 

5. Period of licence and fees chargeable : — 

( 1 ) Every licence issued under this order shall be valid from 
the date of issue to the 31st December of the calendar year 
in which it is issued, and may thereafter be renewed for a 


further neriod of one year at a time befoie the last day of 
the Februarv next following. 

(2) Every licence issued, re-issued, or renewed under this 
order shall be form “B” and shall be subject to the conditions 
specified therein, 

(3) The holder of a licence may obtain from the licensmg 
authority a duplicate copy of the licence issued to him in case 
the original is lost, d.stroyed or defaced. 

(4) The fees specified below shall be chargeable in lespect 
of each licence, namely ; — 

For issue of licence . . . Rs. 5/- 

For renewal of licence . . . Rs. 11- 

Vox issue of duplicjite licence . . . Rs. 10/- 

6. Application for licence and deposit of security : — 

Every person shall apply for a licence within 30 days of 
the commencement of this order and every person applying for- 
a licence under this order after such commencement, shall 
before such licence is issued to him, deposit with the licensing 
authority rupees five hundred if he is a wholesaler and rupees 
one hundred if he is a retailer, in cash by way of Security for 
the due performance of the conditions subject to which the 
licence is granted to him. 

7. Distribution/ sale : — 

(1) The licensee shall comply with any direction that may 
be given to him by the licensing authority in regard to pur- 
chase, sale and storage for sale of laggery. 

(2) The licensee shall not sell laggery at rate higher than 
that fixed from time to time. 

(i) by the producer, or 

(ii) by the fcentral Government or. 

(iii) by the Administrator. 

8. Contravention of conditions of licence ; — 

No holder of a licence issued under this order or his 
agent or servant or any other person acting on his behalf 
shall contravene any of, the terms or conditions'of the licence 
and if any such holder or agent or servant or any other 
person acting on his behalf edntravenes any of the said terms 
or conditions, then without prejudice to any other action 
that may be taken against him. his licence may be cancelled 
or suspended by order in writing of the licensing authority. 

Provided that no order shall be made under this clause 
unless that licensee has been given a reasonable onportunity 
of stating his case against the proposed cancellation or 
suspiension. 

9. Cancellation of licence on contravention of an order 

under the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 relating to 

foodstffs : — 

Notwithstanding anvthing contained in clause 8 where a 
licensee has convicted by a Court of law for contraven- 
t'on of any order made under section 3 of the Essential 
Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955) relating to any food- 
‘■t"P'c the Feensing authority may. by order in w-iting cancel 
his licence. 

Provided that where such conviction is set aside in any 
appeal or revision, the licensing authority may, on applica- 
tion in Form “A” by the person whose licence' has been 
cancelled, re-issue the licence to such person and no fee 
shall be chargeable in respect of re-issue of such licence. 

10. Forfeiture of security deposit ; 

(11 Without prejudice to the provisions of clause 8, if 
the licensing autho'iitv is satisfied thnt the licensee has 
contravened anv of the conditions of the licence and that 
a forfeiture of the security deposit or a part thereof is called 
i’or, it may after giving the licensee, a reasonable opportunity 
for stating his case against the pronosed forefeiture, by 
order forfeit the whole or any part of the security deposited 
try him and shall send a copy of the order to the licensee. 

(21 The licensee shall, if the amount of security at any 
time falls short of the amount specified in clause 6 forthwith 
deposit further secruity to make up that amount on being req- 
uired! by the licensing authority to do so, and in the event 
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of his refusal or failure to do so within thi time specified or 
such further time as the licensins authority may allow, bis 
lecence shall stand cancelled, 

(3) Upon due compliance by the licensee with all obliga- 
tions under the licence the amount of security or such part 
thereof which is not. forfeited as aforsaid shall be rcnirned 
to the licensee after the termination of the licence. 

11. Appeal ; — 

(1) Any person aegi ievctl by an order of the licensing autho- 
rity relusing to issue, re-issue or renew a licence or cancelling 
or suspending a licence, or forfeiting the security of part 
thereof deposited by the licensee under Iho provisions of this 
Order may appeal to the Collector within 30 days from the 
date of receipt by him of such order. 

Provided that the Collector may admit an appeal after the 
expiry of the said period of 30 days, if Ihe applicant satisfies 
him that he had sufficient caiye for not preferring the appeal 
within the stipulated period. 

(2) No order shall be made under ibis clause unless_ the 
aggrieved person has been given reasonable opportunily of 
statins his ease. 

(3) Pending disposal of an appeal, the Collector may direct 
that the order refusing the renew a licence or the order can- 
celling or suspending a licence or the order forfeiting security 
deposit or part thereof shall not tube cllect until the appeal 
is disposed, of. 

12 . Revision : — 

The Administrator may call for and examine the record of 
any proceeding of the licensing authority or the Collector for 
the purpose of satisfying himself as to the legality or propriety 
of any order passed in such proceeding and if it shall appear 
to the Admin'strator that such order or proceeding should be 
modified, annually or reversed, he may pass order thereon as 
he deems fit. 

Provided that no suph oaler shall be made under this 
clause unless the person who is likely to be affected thereby 
has been given a reasonable opportunity of stating his case. 

13. Power of I’/it/y., .•march, seizure etc. : — 

(1) The licensing authority or Civil Supplies Officer not 
below the rank of Purchase & Supply Ofllcor, Supply Ins- 
pector and any Police Officer not below the rank of Police 
Sub-Inspector and any other period authorised by the Col- 
lector in this behalf may with such assistaucc if any, as he 
thinks fit; 

(a) require the owner, occupior or any other person in-charge 
of any place, premises, vehicle or vessels in which he has 
icason to belivc that any contravention of the provisions of 
this order or of the conditions of any licence issued there- 
under, has been, or is being or is about to be committed, to 
produce any books, accounts or other documents showing 
transactions relating to such contravention; 

(b) enter, inspect or break-open and search any place or 
premises, vehicle or vessel in which he has reason to believe 
that any contravention of the provision of this order or of 
the conditions of any licence issued thereunder has been, or 
is being or is about to bo committed; 

(c) lake or cause to be taken, extracts from, or copies of 
any documents showing tnmsation relating to such contraven- 
tion which arc produced before him. 

(d) search, seize and remove stocks of Jaggery and the ani- 
mal, vehicle, vessel or other conveyance used in carrying such 
Jaggery in contravention of the provisions of this order or 
of the conditions of the licence issued thereunder and there- 
after take or authorise the taking of all measure necessary for 
security the production of stocks of Jaggery and the animal, 
vehicle, vessels of other conveyances so seized, in the Court 
and for their safe custody pending such production. 

2 The provisions of section 100 of the Code of Criminal 
procedure, 1973 (Act No. 2 of 1973) relating to search and 
seizure shall, so far as' may, apply to search and seizure made 
under I his clause. 


14. Order not to apply in cvrrtain eases. — Nothin.ff ip this 
order shall apply to : — ' 

(1) the sale or storage for sale or purchase of Jaggery on 
Government Account; 

(2i the sale or storage for sale or purchase of Jaggery bv 
the Food Corporation of India established under llie Food 
Corporation Act, 1964. 

(3) the sale or storage for sale or purchase of Jaggery by 
the National Agiicnltuml Co-operative Marketing Federation 
and National Consumer's Co-operative Federation. 

(ii) The Administrator, may if it is necessary, in the public 
interest, so to do, by general or special order exempt any 
person, class of persons Or body of persons whether incorpo- 
rated or not, from the operation of all or any of the provisions 
of this Older, for such period and, subject to such conditions 
(if any) a.s may be specified, and may at any lime suspend 
or rescind such exemption.
